the manufacture: and sale of jiquor was 
permitted ; almost without restriction, 
save the imposition of a nominal.tax 
léyied upon it ‘as: its proportionate part 


of. the sony nee The évils’. which 
grew. out. Pat the unrestrained use of in- 
toxtcating liquors gavs rise to the first 
compromise upori this question: 

“The people -sought to solve these 
abuses by providing a license under 
which thé sale of such spirits ‘could be; 
controlled. In these early-days the’ sales 
were made in the groceries and in, the 
taverns throughout the various. States 
of the Union, It was felt- that this com- 
promise ishould’ settle this question and 
that the evils would abate. Bxperience 
showed, however, that such was not the 
case. The number of these: places in- 
creased at an astonishing rate. ‘Tn many 
instances so-called taverns provided 
practically no sleeping accommodations, 
or merely had sufficient acommodations 
of,this character to obtain ‘a licende in 
the guise of a tavern. 

** TAquora ‘were sold«in the groceries 
which were frequented by women and 
children. The scenes of drunkenness and 
debauchery around these places became 
so revolting that the social conscience 
of the people demanded that some rem- 
edy be provided. A further compromise 
was suggested. In many. localities laws 
were enacted which provided that these 
| taverns and groceries should, not sell 
liquor-to—be d upon. the -premises. 
It was then felt that this compromise 
would definitely settle this: issue. 

‘*, Wxperience proved. the. futility of the 
hope. it.was found that liquors were 
taken into the home from these places 
and. there consumed in the presence of 
the ‘womén'and children; with the result. 
that the degradation of the home caused 
public sentiment to cry out against this 
system.

It-is understood the British Govern- 
ment has declared itself in sympathy 
and accord with this decision. 

As the situation now stands the 
French Govérnment knows nothing’ nor 
will it take. cognizance of any indirect 
negotiations. It declared it has taken 
no part and given -no sanction to. any 
feelers and that it stands ready to hear 
any proposals Germany has to make, 
which* Will be judged on their merits. 
It ts the thesis of M. Poincaré that when 
Germany submits to Paris and Brus- 
sels. an offer which ‘they regard ‘as 
worth. considering" and which in. the 
meantime’Germany is free to publish to 
the world Paris and Brussels will sub- 
mit the offer to other Allies and pos- 
sibly to the United States. 


Opportunity. for a Wider Confetence. 


The next step after France. and. Bel- 
gium have * secured Germany’s ‘accept-° 
ance’ to certain terms involving issues 
peculiar to those three. countries as, for 
instance, continuation for the present. of 
the Ruhr. occupation, ‘will be for. the 
Reparation Commission to consider thé 
German proposition.

GYPSY MOTH BARRIER ZONE. 


A bill before the New York Legisla- 
ture to control’ and prevent the spread 
of the gypsy moth is designed“to protect, 
the ‘State from further invasion by this 
destructive pest, which has already, cost 
the country over $20,000,000. Massachu- 
setts has spent some $17,000,000 for the 
control of this inseet, Connecticut $275,- 
000 and ‘New Jersey about. $600,000. The 
huge expenditures in Massachusetts have 
not given entirely Satisfactory results. - 
There have been enormous losses in for- 
ests, and under present conditions it is 
doubtful if midny of our more valuable 


| forest trees can be grown to timber size 


in areas badly infested by the gypsy 
moth. ‘The unrestricted spread of the 
gypsy moth would go far toward nulli- 
fying the policy -which protects wood-

The barrier zone is based on the fact 
that it ‘is much cheaper to’ exterminate 
the pest in a limited area than to main- 
tain. an unceasing warfare over a con- 
stantly enlarging-territory. It has been 
the policy of New York State.to extermi- 
nate. isolated gypsy-moth infestations. 
This has: been accomplished’ in ‘a num- 
ber of cases; The barrier zone is simply 
the application of exterminative meas- 
ures -to a strip: Approximately seventy- 
five miles of.our eastern border, stretch- 
ing from Northern Connecticut to South- 
ern Vermont, are threatened. The female 
moth, though apparently provided with 
excellént wings, is unable to- fly; conse- 
quently, the spread of this insect is 
practically limited to the dissemination 
of egg masses along with commercial 
shipments or the carrying of caterpillars 
uponivehicles or by the wind, The. plan 
calls for a barrier zone some twenty- 
five miles wide and extending north*and 
south just west of the main infestation: 
The precise location of this zone can be 
determined only by a careful examina- 
tion of the. Hudson Valley, 80 as to select 
an area with a maximum of cultivated 
land which would require little or no 
attention and a minimum of rough forest 
land favorable forthe pest. The gypsy. 
moth breeds most freely upon such trees 
as oak, birch and willow,.and is unable 
to maintain itself in pure stands or mix- 
tures of chestnut, pine, red maple, ash 
and -hickory.

Today the Serbs, Croats and Slovenes 
are voting for the first Parliament of 
the triune -State, succeeding the Con- 
stituent Assembly which’ was elected in 
1920. The election falls at a fortunate 
period of comparatiye calm in foreign 
politics,’ and the voters have been able

—what is going to become of NikoLa 
PASHITCH, Fora quarter of a century, 
as leader of the Radical Party (which 
in fact is a conservative party),he has 


been the great man of Serbia and of the | 


united Jugoslav State which. ‘succeeded 
it, His party, with the assistance of 
the Democrats, put through the Constitu- 
tion. which made Jugoslavia a unitary 
and not: a federal State. - Thereupon 
some sixty Croatian Deputies refused to 
sit in Parliament. They were. on the 
point of coming back last December to 
collaborate with the Democrats in. an 
anti-Pashitch Ministry; but the projected 
bloc was not quité, strong enough, and 
Pasuircu, leader of the strongest party 
in Parliament, returned .to power and 
formed..a government almost wholly 
‘Radical. ‘ 

His. great services and undoubted 
patriotism are recognized by many, who 
feel that he has outlived his usefulness. 
However, he knows’ how. to make the 
machinery’ go. His program: is fidelity’ 
to the unitaty Constitution—no. conces- 
sions to Croatian Federalists—and equalk | 
ity of ‘the three: branches of the Jugo- 
slav race.’ There hé is and there he 
stays. It is a simple program; it com- 
mands a powerful following in. Serbia; 
and, given the. advantage ‘which posses- 
sion of the Ministry of the Interior im- 
plies in elections in almost.any Conti- 
nental country, it is likely to bring the 
Radicals out once more as the leading 
party. Of the 417:members ‘of the Con- 
stituent Assembly 96 were Radicals. 
The new Parliament is to have only 
313 seats,.and. well-informed observ- 
ers in “Belgrade. have predicted that 
the Radicals will have at least as many 
places in it... The . former . Premier 
ProtitcH Keads a group of “Independent 
Radicals, but as the campaign pro- 
gressed he showed a tendency to get 
back onthe reservation; and in any 
case the other leading parties. are quite 
as badly -divided. 

The Democrats, who had ninety-four 
seats in<the Constituent Assembly, re- 
sulted from a coalition of two groups—— 
the Serbian opposition and the Croatian 
Unionists. The difference still exists, 
personified in the ‘principal leaders, 
DavipovitcH ahd PRIBITCHEVITCH. Da- 
ViDOVITCH, who was coquetting with the 
Croatian’ die-hards last Fall, believes in 
devolution if not. in federalism; Pri- 
BITCHEVITCH is a Unionist, but a more 
enlightened and. modern Unionist. than 
PaSHITCH. From’ some points of yiew 
the Democrats are the party offering 
the best prospect for the future welfare 
of the nation.

REVOLUTIONARY NEW YORK. 


Following the. lead of’ Philadelphia, 
which is preparing to celebrate the 150th 
‘anniversary of events of the Revolu- 
tionary War period, the Mohawk Valley 
Historical Society. is arranging a pro- 


gram to illustrate the part the valley 


played in’ the struggle for independence. 
It invites other historical ‘societies and 
patriotic organizations. to join it -ina 
State-wide ‘celebration’ extending over 
several years. In a memorial to the Leg- 
islature the Mohawk Valley Historical 
Society has asked for annual appropria- 
tions “to record anew New York’s mag- 
nificent Revolutionary record,” the sums 
to. be spent under the direction of the 
State Historical’ Association,. which 
would be. authorized “ toacquire and pre- 
“serve historical buildings, monuments 
# and. places,” and to ‘hold celebrations 
and school exercises. Philadelphia has 
already obtained appropriations from 
Congress, the State and city of $5,000,- 
000, and her citizens have ‘subscribed 
liberally... The »Canadian Government, 
too, has undertaken to preserve historic 
sites of the Revolutionary period. New 
York should not be backward in’ the 
work of ‘completing her Revolutionary 
record, both for the sake of: historical 
accuraty and as an inspiration to 
patriotism. 

In its memorial the Mohawk Valley 
Historical Society urged that “ through- 
“out the State there may be paid proper 
“tribute. to all ‘historical ‘events that 
“happened within our borders. frem 
“earliest Indian, ‘French, Netherland, 
“Huguenot, Walloon, English, Palatine 
“and New England settlements that 
“have at. least’ one hundred. years of 
* background.” This seems to be an am- 
K bitious undertaking. Success will’ de- 
pend upon organization and enthusiasm.

During Shakespeare's life only six- 
teen of his plays had been pub- 
shed, and these (with the exception 
of a volume of nine plays issued by 
William Jaggard in 1608 in quarto) 
at different times, issued separately 
in quartgs, the first of which was 
‘‘ Titus Andronicus’’. (1504), the 
only known copy of which is owned 
by Mr. Henry C. Folger: of Brook- 
lyn, who also owns the unique copy — 
of Jaggard’s nine collected plays of 
1608, for which Mr. Folger is said to 
have paid $100,000 when sold to him 
by the Rosenbach Company, the 
highest price ever paid for a single 
copy of any book. Between Shake- 
speare’s death and the appearance 
of the First Folio only one additional 
play was printed, “‘ Othello ’’ (1622), 
likewise in quarto. The First Folio 
contained thirty-six plays in all, in- 
cluding those mentioned. above, with 
the exception of ‘‘ Pericles,” which- 
was omitted. 

Thus the First Folio, thanks to 
Hemminge and Condell, preserved 
twenty plays that would otherwise 
have disappeared: ‘‘ The Tempest,”

Wooden 
furniture and all sorts of domestic 
commodities were sacrificed in a.des- 
perate effort to keep warm. Ofter 
Shura would try to play when his 
fingers were stiff and swollen from 
the cold. In the morning he would 
rush to his piano in a panic lest it 
had been seized for firewood. 

Something had to be done about 
Shura. The Bolshevist Government, 
so. it is related, had no desire to see 
him leave Russia and play for the 
peoples of other countries when they 
might be making use of him. So a 
plan was hit on that would save 
Shura and at the same time glorify 
the Government.

boy’s genius rested with them. But 
the Government was short of. funds 
and the plan miscarried. And in the 
meantime Shura was freezing in 
Odessa, unable to go on with his 
music. 

Then some of the city’s musicians 
decided that something must be done. 
They begged the authorities to re- 
lease the lad and send him to a place 
where he could go on working. And 
they brought so much pressure to 
bear on the Government that finally 
they succeeded. The Cherkassky 
family received permission to leave 
Russia—on condition that they fe- 
turn within two years. 

The family communicated with Mr. 
Bloom and came straight to his home 
in Baltimore, where they arrivcd 
over two months ago and have since 
remained. They enlisted the interest 
of Mr. Randolph, director of the 
Peabody Conservatory, and -Mr. 
Fred. Huder, civic musical director 
in Baltimore, was so impressed with 
thé boy’s genius that he has taken 
him directly under his wing, and has 
been arranging his affairs for him 
ever since. 

Josef Hofmann, to whom the lad 
haa been compared, was, like him, 
an infant prodigy.

The Great Radio Handicap 


A radio set, despite the marvelous 
things it does, is not especially tem- 
peramental in expert hands. It will 
submit to almost any kind of treat- 
ment and still come out useful. One 
of the important things in its make- 
up is. a bit of galena, a mineral 
which helps us learn what the waves 
are saying. Nevertheless, the story 
is told of an enthusiast who substi- 
tuted a chip of coal when the galena 
ran out, and made it work. 

But if one is an amateur that is 
something different,. Every buyer 
of a radio set should read Aesop’s 
fable about the two brothers who in- 
herited a set of harness each as 
their patrimony. One set was rope 
and the other leather. Each time 
the leather set broke that brother 
added a bit of rope, and the one 
with the rope, in time of need. added 
a piece of leather. Before long they 
had changed places. The leather set 
was all rope and the rope set all 
leather. It is somewhat that way 
with the enthusiast who goes 
forth in the youth of hope and buys 
himself a set at the corner. He pays 
a few dollars and gets a guarantee 
the thing will work. Perhans it will, 
but fitting up a flivver in the style 
which jt demands ia nothing com- 
pared to humoring a radio set. The 
buyer soon finds that it has more 
tricks than a Missouri mule and re- 
quires more atiention than his latest- 
born. A greater number of things 
can be bought to improve a radio 
set than, the maker of anto acces- 
sories ever thought about. And the 
way these things can get out of 
softs is one of the contributing 
causes’ to our national baldness. 
Still, many a boy has put together 
a set out of odds and ends and sat 
through raptured hours listening to 
the voices of the infinite. And occa- 
sionally he has added a-thong of 
leather, or what amounted to it, and 
that is where the fable comes in.

ILLIAM SHAKESPEARE, 
over three hundred, and Tut- 
ankh-Amen,, about three 

thousand years ago, suffered a like 
fear, that is, that their tombs should 
be opened and their remains dese- 
crated. The Egyptian King went to 
great lengths to provide a permanent 
resting place, but his tomb was 
nevertheless despoiled by robbers, 
say two thousand years ago. Now, 
in the name of science, after being 
covered by the sands of the desert 
for ages, it is opened and his re- 
mains perhaps placed on exhibition 
in a museum. Shakespéare’s tomb 
has, too, on excellent authority, 
been opened at various times, and 
this, despite the curious inscription, 
purported to -have been written by 
the bard himself, to wit: 

“ Good friend, for Jesus’ sake. for- 


beare as 
To digg the dust enclosed heare. 
Bleste be ye man yt spares thes 


stones, * 
And curst be he yet moves my 
bones.”

tomb was opened, it appears, was in 
1818; that is, if we may credit a 
statement which appears in the 
Monthly Magazine, London, of Feb- 
ruary of that year: ‘‘ Notwithstand- 
ing the anathema pronounced by the 
bard on any distarber of his bones, 
the church wardens were so negli- 
gent a few years ago as to suffer the 
sexton, in digging the adjoining 
grave of Dr. Davenport, to break a 
large cavity into the tomb of Shake- 
speare. Mr. —— told the writer that 
he was excited by curiosity to push 
his head and shoulders through the 
cavity, that he saw the remains of 
the bard, and that he could easily 
have brought away his skull, but 
was deterred by the curse which the 
‘poet invoked on’ any one who dis- 
turbed his remains.” 

Some years later, when the Church 
of Stratford-upon-Avon was restored,

of the poet. The last time the grave 
was opened was. about forty years 
ago, end the remains viewed by Mar- 
tin Bird, who was then the sexton of 
the church. Mr. Bird, in his nine- 
tieth year, 1912, made an affidavit 
setting forth the following facts: ‘‘ I 
have lived in Stratford-upon-Avon 
seventy years. About thirty years 
ago “I_ was present when Shake- 
speare’s remains were exposed to 
view, at which time a stone was 
moved, a candle was let down and I 
could see the bones of Shakespeare.’’ 
When interviewed some years past 
Mr. Bird said: ‘‘ In the short min- 
ute exposed to view I could plainly 
see by -the aid of the light of the 
candle a perfect skeleton.” 

It will be recalled that in 1883 Dr. 
Ingleby, then one of the life trustees 
of the birthplace of Shakespeare, 
propesed that the remains be ex- 
humed in order to compare the poet’s 
skull with the bust in the church. 
On account of the anathema in- 
scrived on the tomb there was a 
‘great outcry over this proposal by 
Dr. Ingleby, and so the request was

From its inception radio laii claim 
to the heart of boyhood. Many of 
the improvements in its development 
have come from amateurs, often 
mere boys, who tinkered and 
achieved where experts Jabored and 
fafled. - It is possible to get odd ef- 
fects with the radio. - One young 
owner of a musical bent has a half 
dqzen receivers placed in a cornet, 
banjo, drum, saxophone and other 
instruments.

THE WORLD OF ART: 


E BON BOCK ” in a few days 
will be exhibited at the Wil- 
denstein Galleries. It comes 
out-of France to show us the 
Manet of the °70s just 

emerging frdm the stormy weather 
through which up to that time he 
had forging his way without 
; He was an innovator, 

enter, but, more than 
anything else, a painter. He saw the 
paintable quality in everything— 
men, women, flowers, animals, ships, 
the sea, the land. When he looked 
at the engraver Belot, seated with 
his. pipe and his glass of beer at a 
little table of the Café Guerbois, he 
saw the whole thing in harmonious 
Composition; not merely the ruddy, 
fat, intelligent face, with its chest- 
mut beard and grizzling hair, and 
the rotund figure with its immense 
thighs, heavy shoulders ’and finely 
aghaped hands, but innumerable de- 
taille that proved important in his 
plan; the foam on the beer, the pint 
glass with its subtle intriguing re- 
_ flections, the polished marble of the 
’ table top, the Smoke curling in a 
widening spiral from the bow! of the 
creamy pipe, the buttons on the 
waistcoat so neatly defining con- 
vexity, the flare of the soft cuff and 
the neckerchief jauntily tied, all de~ 
liciousty paintable material fitting 
into his austere color schéme, ltend- 
ing’ themselves to his rich handling. 

The picture he painted was imme- 
diately a success. Ajll the world 
loved the jovial drinker, except Al- 
fred Stevens, who jealously re- 
marked that he was drinking Har- 
lem brewed beer. After fifty years 
it is still a success and the loud wail 
of France follows it on its journey 
to the United States of America. It 
is all the more bitter for France that 
first she let it go to Germany, when 
it would have been possible for her 
to keep it. France was slow in wak- 
ing up to Manet. When Durand- 
Ruel bought twenty-eight of his pic- 
tures in 1872 his biographer, Theo- 
dore Duret, reports that it was found 
impossible for many years to sell 
them, and the bold dealer made ene- 
mies among ali classes for espousing 
a cause not yet found. | 

Six years aftér Manet's death his 
work was included in the Exposi- 
tion Universelle of 1889 as that of 
one of the masters of the century 
and “Le Bon Bock’ was among 
the examples exhibited. The famous 
“Olympia ’’. was another of the 
group, and John Sargent was the 
first to suggest that this picture 
should belong to the Luxembourg. 
The Luxembourg would have none 
cf it; although ‘‘ Le Bon Bock” 

. would probably have been accepted, 
and it took a year of effort on the 
part of Monet and other friends of 
the artist to win the authorities 
ever. And after the “ Olympia ’’ 
was placed in the Luxembourg- there 
seemed no chance that it would ever 
leave that gallery of transition for 

. the permanent honors of the Louvre. 
Not until M. Clemenceau became 
Prime Minister, Duret says, was the 
transfer effected. 

Thus France hardly would be 
justified in grudging to the United 
States another fine example of an 
art that has been promptly and 
liberally appreciated here. Between 
thirty and forty Manets of brilliant 
quality are distributed among our 
publie and private collections, but 
none among them surpasses in rich- 
ness of characterization the superb 
portrait of M. Belot with his pint of 
good bock. 

There is no better way. of keep- 
ing art in the country of its crea- 
tion than to make it a part of 
the permanent architecture of that 
country. The recent gesture of 
courtesy on the part of the Mural 
Decorators toward their comrades, 
“*"The Men of '92,” revives the re- 
membrance of what has been done 
in this direction in America and also 
awakens a keen sense of what might 
be done with something more of 
public zest for our own art. 

Suth men as John La Farge, Ken- 
yon Cox, Edwin E. Biashfield, Ed- 
ward E. Simmons have left upon 
the solid walls of churches, mu- 
seums, theatres, court houses, 
schools, capitols, private dwellings, 
brilliant and thoughtful examples of

When the 
artists are especially alive to the im- 
portance of carrying their public 
with them the effect is, of course, 
intensified. William Van Ingen, for 
example, planning his later decora- 
tions for big buildings through which 
people were in the habit of passing 
hurriedly, with hardly a moment to 
give to the paintings, remembered 
his study of Hokusai, the driving 
energetic line of the great popular 
master of Japan, and profited by the 
remembrance. 

Although the scattered works of 
the mural decorator seem few in 
comparison with the vast numbers 
produced yearly by the painter of 
easel pictures, it would be easy to 
underestimate them even in terms of 
quantity. They are widely separated 
in a country famous for its immense 
areas.

seems to be pretty generally agreed 
among those who have studied the 


lieve in it’ that the ‘addition of ‘ the 


human. voice. to the photoplay would 


make the composite production less ef- 
fective dramatically than motion. pic- 
tures by themselves can be, but no such 
attitude-has been manifested toward the 
use of colors on the screen. Now, how- 
ever, Philip E. Rosen, a photographer 
and director,.comes forward in an arti- 
cle in The American Cinematographer to 
say that, in his epinion, colors, even if 
perfectly reproduced, will not prove an 
asset to dramatic motion pictures, Mr. 
Rosen: writes: 

‘Much time and money is being ex- 
pended in research which seeks to’ per- 
fect color photography in motion pic- 
tures. ‘Yet, if such efforts. are event- 
ually . successful,. will. color . actually 
prove an. asset to dramatic. motion pic- 
tures? In the opinion of the writer, it 
will not. 

“* At present, motion pictures maybe 
said to be the most universally popular 
form of entertainment that exists. Hach 
day, of course, millions of people -view 
motion-picture productions ,in various 
parts of the world; and those millions 
have educated themselves, as it were, to 
supply, in. their imaginations, the colors 
which are lacking in the * black and 
white’ motion pictures... To them, if 
you will pause to think, the picture is 
cemplete without the’ natural colors: 
When they see a tree or a lawn, they 
know that it is usually green and so on. 

“The test .of the success_or failure of 
color in dramatic photography may be 
summed up in one question—will it afd 
fin the telling of the story? Those things 
which contribute to the telling of the 
story in the motion picture are assets; 
those which do. not are Habilities. . Any- 
thing which distracts the eye and the 
mind from the story does not belong in 
the motion picture. 

“ Ifthe entire’ matter will be thought 
out carefully, it must be realized that 
colors in ee must draw the 
attention from the story. For example, 
take any interior scene—consider how 
long it takes ‘the eyd:to travel from one 
color point to another in a given scene. 
Make the .experiment yourself; close 


the screen and note how the attention is 
thonopolized by the colors. You of 
course would: necessarily have to: make 
the experiment on a scene in which a 
majority of the objects therein are sta- 
tionary. 

*** What Saban: then, :in the motion 
picture, which, by its. very name, you 
must remember, does not stand still? A 
scene is flashed on‘the screen—a scene 
‘which ‘exactly presents each color as in 
the original. What is the course of the 
eye, the eye which reports ‘what it.ae¢ 
to the brain? It travels: from. color to 
color,; according. to. their. individual 
prominence. Meanwhile, the. picture is 
moving and the story is being told.con- 
‘tinuotsly. By the time the’eye has con- 
sumed valuable’ -monients in ‘absorbing 
the various colors, the scene has moved 
én ‘to completion, which. is before the 
eye has had time: to entirely take in 
those details which goto make up the 
stéry which’ the® picture Was. produced 
to relate. ;

A sheet metal 
official said he could train a sheet metal 
worker to erect hollow metal doors in a 
day.

Manufacturers: asserted that erection 
costg were higher when the. work was 
done by sheet metal men.

Third—It is difficult, sometimes  al- 
most: impossible, to get. the kind of con- 
tractor the city wants to build its 
schools, to take the jobs; for the bigger 
firms will not bid on school jobs be- 
cause of the red tape involved and. be- 
cause they want bulk bidding—the whole 
job or no. part in it, * = -/ 

As a part remedy for this, Superin- 
tendent Ettinger proposes a legislative 
modification of the City Charter which 
will allow the Board of Education to 
construct buildings upon the due certifi- 
cation of its Superintendent’ of Build- 
ings that all code provisions haye been 
met, without incurring the delay that 
results from the present ;procedure, 
Here is a condensation of the schedule 
of fifty steps which is one cause of de- 
lay. First, the Board of Education de- 
cides that a new school building is 
needed in a certain locality and places 
an <item, for such a building in its next 
building: budget or“ program.” Next 
the Board of. Estimate and Apportipn- 
ment is calf#d. on to. see that .funds 
be available fér the purpose.

~ BRYAN’ SAYS NORTH. WOULD ACT AS. SOUTH ON NEGRO QUESTION * 


Speaking before the Southern Society 
in Washington the other day, Wiliam 
Jennings Bryan made a brief statement 
of his views on the negro question.

ATE last month I spoke at a ban-

The Two Sides. 


If, we bear these facts in mind, the 
Positions of the practical educators, 
Strayer, McAndrew, Tigert, Ettinger, 
and the causes of their difference in 
opinion’ to Pritchett and Stearns are 
clear. ‘The former are facing the prob- 
lem of the actual situation. They are 
engaged in the working out of the 
studies and methods which will serve 
the new democratic aim of public school 
education. The two sides are talking 
different languages, for .they have dif- 
ferent alms in mind. A person who is 
not actually engaged in the process of 
readapting educatidn to fit the new con- 
ditions and purposes’ thinks of educa- 
tion’ as something old and finished, 
something which hasbeen going on for 
‘1a long time, and which has well estab- 
lished principles. Change looks to him 
like a departure from sanity and order, 
and its results like waste and confusion. 
To others education is something new, 
almost contemporary, for which there 
are few guiding precedents, and where 
principles are atill being slowly and 
often painfully worked out. 


The: same situation ‘explains what 
some call the enrichment of the curric- 
ulum and others call fads and frills, 
It is a> question of the. breadth and 
range of the social purposes of the 
schools. President Bliot hgs a generous 
view of the capacities of human beings 
and of social life, and so he stands for 
a curriculum full enough to. realize these 
capacities. Others regard the work of 
the school as more special, .and, 80 to 
say, private and personal want; they 
want a much narrower curriculum. To 
talk about tHoroughness and discipline 
is to beg the question until we have 
decided ‘what the purpose is.. There is} 
however, a good deal of nonsense talked 
about the effectiveness. of the older 
kind of schools. Any one who will re- 
call the tastes and habits of the ma- 
jority of the pupils who were his school- 
fates will admit, J. am sure, that the 
narrowness of the course of study did 
not secure complete attention and con- 
stant: application. My own schooldays 
were “considerably before the days of 
enriching the’ cufriculum, the .days of 
the good old three Rs. A large -part 
of the ipupils enriched their curriculum 
on the side by. reading” dime. novels ‘in- 
serted behind their textbooks.

FILLING CEMENT SACKS. 


Curlous Method ‘Employed Shows 
Industrial Progress. 


The curious method of filling Portland 
cement sacks—filling them upside down 
after they have been tied—is a striking 
example of progress made in industrial 
processes. 

Until twenty years ago cement sacks 
were filled practically as all other sacks 
always had been. You had a huge bin 
of this finer-than-flour material. A 
workman at the door of the bin hung 
@ sack up, with its mouth open, on a 
wooden frame and filled it with an or- 
dinary shovel. Then he set it on a 
scale, and with a hand scoop adjusted 
the weight of the contents to the exact 
ninety-four pounds required, after which 
he tied the sack by hand and tossed it 
on a truck to be hauled into a freight 

car. 

_.-That was the way as little as twenty 
years ago, and.no one had _ thought 
much of doing it differently. 

But now what happens? 

The. cement is taken from the bin by 
an automatic, conveyor—a moving belt 
or bucket chain—and elevated and 
dumped into the hopper ofa filling ma- 
chine. This 1s a small bin~ with an 
elaborate mechanism, including a fan 
inside; and at the bottom of it is a 
one-inch “spout through which the ce- 
ment flows like water. The filler sits at 
the spout. Sacks have been brought to 
him already tied at the top but with 
an opening guarded by .a valve at the 
bottom. 

The filler slips the opening over the 
spout and turns on the cement. “When 
the sack is filled to exactly ninety-four 
pounds it tips a scale, automatically 
turns off the cement, and with a little 
push from the filler falls’ on another 
moving belt:that carries it out and drops 
it at the freight-car door. 

By the old. method a team of four 
men could fill and load 1,600 sacks a 
day. By the new method a similar team 

n‘fill and load 8,000. The filling ma- 
chine is costly, and royalties must be 
paid on the valve.sack process; but the 
new arrangement has meant a consider- 
able labor saving. It has meant es- 
paciaity that .the manufacturers have 

een able to get their product out more
